- Mrs, T. N. T. writes: You recently 
had a letter from J. O. telling of a baby 
boy 7 months old who had an enlarged 
thymus gland, 

I had a tiny son who had the same ex- 
‘perience and I allowed him to become 


first five months’ gain before I finally 
discovered the cause of his condition and 
a treatment of it. But though seeming- 
ly far advanced his trouble was almost 
immediately cured by X-ray treatments. 

I do not know what elements enter 
into the treatment of such cases. I also 
understand that no other successful treat- 
ment has ever been found for enlarged’ 
thymus, and that while X-ray treatment 
for it is a comparatively new thing, it 
has been highly successful. 

I am told that «most babies outgrow 
this condition, but when it continues be- 
yond the fifth or sixth month their re- 
covery becomes questionable. At any 
rate, if X-ray is advisable in this case, 
it is painless and harmless and there is 
no use for the baby and the mother to 
continue their suffaring and anxiety 
when a call at an X-ray specialist’s of- 
fice will settle the question for them.

Indiana Cagers Hold Whip

With the opening of the high school 


| basketball season the Chicago schools 


are folling up their customary number 
of pre-league season defeats by quin- 
tets outside of the city. ‘And again 
the Chicago fans are wondering why. 
For a number of years the victories 
that -Chicago high schools have won 
‘teams outside of the city league 

or the suburban league can be num- 
bered on the fingers of one hand. 

This season apparently is no differ- 
ent. Friday night Bowen High jour- 
neyed to East Chicago Ind., and lost, 
60% 5. Hyde Park went to defeat 
by Eimerson High of Gary, 30 to 6, and 
Lane Tech, last year’s heavyweight 
champions, were swamped at Valpa- 
raiso, 39 to 10. On Saturday Whiting 
defeated Englewood. 

Coaches Answer Charges. 

Advocates of city athletics once an- 
ewered the fans by saying that down- 
state Indiana and Illinois schools did 
not play football and thus had an ad- 
vantage over Chicago schools. But 
these four Indiana schools play foot- 
ball and now are starting their basket- 
ball seasons as are Chicago schools, 

Some of the coaches in. answering 
the fans’ query this year point to cer- 
tain factors which they believe pro- 
duce inferior basketball in Chicago's 
high schools: In the first place, the 


coaches explain, all students who play. 


football or soccer on city high school 
teams are not permitted by the rules 
of the board of control of athletics to 
participate on the cage teams. 
Weight Division Cited. 
Also the coaches point out that the 


city and suburban league still play 


lightweight and heavyweight teams, 
while this division was abandoned 
years ago by outside teams. The di- 
vision line is 130 pounds weight. Were 
the few excellent lightweight players 


placed on the heavier teams the rec-’ 


ords might be better. The city light- 
weight teams weigh in prior to the 
first league game in January, and 
there isn’t a team in the city league 
which will not have one or more play- 
ers striving to remove a few excess 
pounds to make the weight. 

Another factor for which the coaches 


are responsible, the fans say, is the | 


difference in the length of the games 
played in the city league and by down- 
state teams. Here seven minute quar- 
ters are in vogue, while ten minute 
quarters or regular 20 minute halves 
are customary outside Chicago. 

Gym Facilities. 

Furthermore, of the 22 city high 
school teams, more than one-half have 
inadequate gymnasium facilities for 
cage games. The use of these gymna- 
siums for practice is divided between 
the basketball teams, track teams, and 
intramural competition, so that the 
cage teams do not receive the neces- 
sary practice. 

Coaches also point to the recent rul- 
ing of the board of education that high 
sc vd teams which use the school 
gymnasiums on Saturday afternoon or 
night must pay for the light. heat, and 
janitor service, which amounts to 
more than $50 for each game. Games 
during the week are impossible because 
of the night school. 

The final advantage out of town 
teams hold over city quintets rests in 
the difference in eligibility and age re- 
quirements. Chicago high school ath- 
letes must pass in four regular sub- 
jects, while in Indiana a.passing mark 
in three subjects is the only scholas- 
tie requirement. Twenty years is the 
age t in Chicago, while the in- 
diana tion permits participation
